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DETAILED ACTION 
Priority 

1 . Receipt is acknowledged of papers submitted under 35 U.S.C. 1 19(a)-(d), which papers 
have been placed of record in the file. 

2. If applicant desires to claim the benefit of a prior-filed application under 35 U.S.C. 371, a 
specific reference to the prior-filed application in compliance with 37 CFR 1.78(a) must be 
included in the first sentence(s) of the specification following the title or in an application data 
sheet. For benefit claims under 35 U.S.C. 120, 121 or 365(c), the reference must include the 
relationship (i.e., continuation, divisional, or continuation-in-part) of the applications. 

If the instant application is a utility or plant application filed under 35 U.S.C. 1 1 1(a) on 
or after November 29, 2000, the specific reference must be submitted during the pendency of the 
application and within the later of four months from the actual filing date of the application or 
sixteen months from the filing date of the prior application.

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

3. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 
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4. Claims 20 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. 

Claim 20 recites the limitation "said midrails" in lines 2 and 3. There is insufficient 
antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

5. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

6. Claim 23 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Smith (US 
6,009,932). 

Smith discloses a door system for a vehicle comprising an outer door comprising a handle 
on an inside of said outer door, an inner, security screen door comprising a quick action lever on 
an inside of said security screen door, wherein said quick action lever locks and unlocks said 
security screen door and said handle opens said outer door (see column 5, lines 8-26, the outer 
door handle is unmarked but is shown in figure 1 just below the end of the lead line of reference 
numeral 12).
